left buniaau ao highly and au unircMally 
imporUat to the inhabilanb u that which 
aitna at tht io4roduciion of railwaji into 
the cotonv, it might l>< aiippuKd that ill 
raoki and tlatwi of IhtakiDg men, who 
have any concern for colonial advance 
merit, wuuld feel a lively iolrreal, anil 
lend b helping hand. But thinking men 
in New South Walei, like thinking men 
all over the world, while they agree ai to 
the dtiirablf neat of great national bene 
fita, can neither think alike a* to the 
meaiie by which the beneflta are to 
be achieved, aoi feel alike aa to the duty 
of enerling themielrei in she uae of any 
■nram whalerrr. Hrion of judgment, 
greedy aelfiihneti, and the indolence 
which wail* to profit by the labuur of 
othen, are ai prevalent in this country aa 
elaewhere. We ought aot to be turpriied, 
therefore, that although the colonirti are 
untnitnoua in baging fwr tht advantage! 
of railway transit, yet the movement of the 
tut two yean, the object of winch waa to 
bring thoae adrantagta into anion, haa 
exhibited anything but una mm mis co- 
operation, ^chco-aperaijonwouldhtve 
proved the people or New South Wales to 
be superior to the ordinary run of their 
fellow -mortata | tht want of it ha* limply 
prored thai they are nut 10. We iball 
glance td a few of the cause j by which 
Ihe dttpoailioa to co-operate hu been 
checked. 

The most prominent of there we 
must fake the liberty to designate local 
jratuiuif. The inhabitiiiili of the northern 
diitricta would give no aaiislanc* unite 
tht railway were to run northerly; nor 
thuse of the weitetu unleii it weie to iun 
westerly ; hut those of the southern unlets, 
although it should run southerly, it were to 
run through thii particular locality or 
through :hat, Kow aa it is impossible, 
even la fCnglsuJ, much more in this 
country, for nil way ■ to run retry vAerr, 
it u clear that unless this spirit of local 
jealousy U made to give place to more 
liberal and comprehensive views, the result 
must be that ther will run ao icArrr. The 
coWiila, then, hare to make their elec- 
tion between the tacrince of lucut jealousy 
and the sacrifice of railwaya. One or the 
other matt be given up. There is no 
other alternative. 

They thuuld reflect, too, that thii 
jealousy is as deceptive in its (ears as it 
it injurious in ita cunieauences. In 
whatever direction railways may start, 
their first success will be aure to cauae 
tbeirrapidextentionintoerery locality pre- 
pared tu give tbtin profitable empluynient. 
All railway experience iaya thii down ai 
an axiom. It matters not where they 
begin, provided they brgin succeaifuMy. 
for they will never end until they thai! 
have pushed their lines through every 
available region, and to every available 
tcrmiuui. Uitt they mutt begin some- 
where, and there teems to be no pro- 
bability of their beyiiminf) in more places 
than one, and that place i) the cuunlry 
mull or south west of our metropolis. 
Here liea Lhe largetl amount of popula- 
tion j here exists the largest amount of 
traffic j here there is opened up the most 
extruiive rtiti of future intercourse with 
neighbouring colonies. Here, Corne- 
ll enlly, is there lhe clearest promise of 
iiiccett to a railway adventure , and aa it 
is of immense im pot lance that the JiVs/ 
sdvenlure should i.oi be a failure, tiie 
inhabitant! nf the northern and wetlvm 
districts muat percene. if they will give 
the matin a fin cuntidrralion, that it ii 
to their own interests toaffurd this sdven- 
lure every encouragement in Ihrir power. 
They will thereby be pre|uritig the way 
for similar adventures in their uwn loca- 
lities. Let the sou I hern railway be once 
set a-going, and the prodigious lie ne A It 
conferred ty it upun the colony, villi l'-e 
fair returns yielded from its traffic l« the 
capital invested in iu construction) nil! 
draw all ryes upon the uplendid achieve- 
ment, and hasten the formal ion of rail 
ways wherever there may seem rcaaon lo 
tin iik ihey will inccefd, 

Another imped inient to co.cj|*ratiuii 
haa m.en out of a distrust aa to tiu! com - 
petency and good fail h of the gentleman 
by whom Ihr southern Unci have bern 
surve ed. We are nut going to enter the 
litis as Mr. Wooaa'a cluunpions. put to 
those who will have it that he was not 
prufcu tonally qualified for his task, or 
that he haa been intluei.ced in its perfor- 
mance by a wish to aubserve the private 
inte reals uf individuals, we would just 
offer one or two observations. 

In the first place, Mr, WooiB't survey It 
not binding upon any one. Nobody ii 
obliged tu receive it at the best that could 
have been inttiluled. He urTert it 
for what ii is worth, and nothing more, 
He knows that it must it and or fall by ila 
own merits. Any person is at liberty to 
make another survey, and prove, if 
he can, that Mr. Wo»a ia wror g. And, in 
the ntxt place, wr may rsatquile satisfied 
that whenever a carapany shall have ben, 
formed, iti mem be t will cot inbanit u 
Mr. Wooer i ipse dixit They will 
give him credit for infallibility , they will 
aot even assume that h s -urvvy is rvst- 
worthy. 1h y wiN lubjtct it to a rigid 
scientific t< it , and then, if he shall be 
found to have committed b undera, or to 
have given improper preferencei in the 
courses taken by his lines, be will be 
pBDished with a just measure of censure 
and ridicule, whilst the company and Ihe 
public will be saved harmless. U it likely 



that, foreseeing as he does the application 
of such a lest, he would be to fool-hardy 
as Lo attempt the base imposili -n, the 
scandalous fraud, <rf whirh tome persons, 
are su charitable as to suspect hint 1 

Another scruple which hai prevented 
tome from taking port in the movement, 
anil cooled the ardour of others, is, that 
the stall of the English money-market it 
i such at to preclude all hope of assistance 
; from that Quarter. Pur the present, and 
'perhaps for a couple of years to cume, this 
[it dou (lets true. But the English money 
I market it known to possess marvellous 
, powers of self -resuscitation. Capital it 
there accumultiing * st ry day and every 
hour with a rapidity far outstripping the 
meant of investment, T*ir disc >u rage 
merit should therefore be looked upon as 
one of temporary duration, and as fur 
nishing no reason whatevrrwhy we should 
withhold from the British public tht 
facts upon which we rest Ihe as- 
sertion, that New South Wales offers 
aa inviting field for rail way enterprise. 

The last demur we shall noi ice, is the 
want of labour. That there is weight la 
tins objection, it would be folly lo deny 
but that it has been much exaggerated, we 
entertain no doubt. Although labour it 
scarce in the grazing districts, it is not 
scarce in the towm; certainly not in 
Sydney. We have reason to believe thai 
if a railway were lo be commenced hci 
to-morrow, several hundreds of labourers 
could be engaged without difficulty, F*~ 
veial hundreds more could be imported 
from the mother country for a few thou 
tands of pounds ; and in undertakings of 
this magnitude, afew thousands of pounds 
are of but little moment. Moreover, in 
this, as in other departments, lhe Govern- 
ment would be bound to lend a generous 
. but on ihif question we thaJI enter 
more fully hereafter.
